To pacify them, he wrote what
he calls his first letter to Alabama, in which
he assured them that, personally, he had no
objection to the annexation of Texas to the
United States. This letter not being deemed
explicit enongh, it was thooght politic to write
another, going a step further. He therefore!
gave the public what he calls hls second let-
ter to Alabama, in which he declared that he
should he glad to see "T'exas annexed to the '
United States. Besides making this declara-
tion, he expressed his strong disapprobation
of the course of thosze who opposed the incor-
poration of Texas into our domain, on the
ground that it would extend and prolong the
reign of slavery.

The Alabama letters caused as much dis-
satisfaction atthe North as the other letter
did at the South. Mr. Clay feels the neces-
sity of writi g a fourth letter to explain and
reconcile the three others, and accordingly we
have his epistle of the 30th of September,
which wenow publish. In this, he re-affirms
the positions of his first letter, gives a plau-
sible construction to what he had said con-
cerning his entertaining no personal objection
to the annexation of Texas, and his desire {2
see it lake place ; but somehow he forgets to
explain away the reprimand bestowed by him
on those who oppnse the annexation as exten-
ding the sphere of slavery.

We suggest, therefore,10 Mr. Clay the pro-
priety of writing a fifth leiter fer the use of
his friends here at the north, clearing up this
omitted portion—a very short epistle—ten
lines or so, by way of postscript to his last.
It is true that he has taken a formal leave of
the public as a writer of letters, but in doing

nvss, Andrew Jackson.

All attempts to balance between opposing
views, when the individual is capable of for-
ming a judgment for himself partake of the
nature cf falsehood, and when he is not, they
are but tokens of incapacity and imbecility.
Of the latter, without entertaining any high
regard for the 1easoning powers of Mr. Clay,
we cannct suspect him; but of insincerity,
of trifling with his own solemn convictions,
and of uttering irreconcileable opinions for
the sake of popalar effect, we hold him, and
the mass of his countrymen hold him guilty.
In the consequences brought upon him by that
indirect policy he is now painfully flounder-
ing, and this has probably led to his determi-
nation to keep silent for the future.

Simultaneously with this last document
comes a private letter from Mr. Cray to
his nephew, neighbor and friend, Cassius
M. Cray—aone of the most notorious «f
the Abolition agitators. This Cassius is
the especial Whig ambassador to the Abo-
lition party, and has been for some time
employed in trving to persuade them that
the trne way to advance their infamous
cause, was to vote for Henry Cray. He
answered for the Whig eandidate, that in
his heart he was a good Abolitionist—
which Mr. Cray's Kentucky friends tho't
was rather impudent, and they insisted on
a disavowal of Cassius’ authority.  In his
letter to that end, written for the public
eyve, Mr. Cray, says:

Mr. C. M. Clay’s letter was written withont my
knowledge, without any consultation with me, and
without any authority from me. I never saw it
until I read it in the public prints. That gentle-
man is an independent citizen, having a perfect
right to entertain and avow his own opinions. I
am not responsible for them, and he is not for
mine. So far as he ventures to interpret my feel-
inge, he has entirely misconceived them. I believe
him to be equally mistaken as to those in the circle
of my personal friends and neighbors generally.

In my speech, addresssd to the Senate of the
United States, and in resolutions which I offered
to that body, in my address to Mendenhall, about
two years ago, and on various other public occa-
sions, | have fully, freely, and explicitly, avowed
my sentiments and opin ous on the subjects of the
ins.itution of slavery and abolition. I adhere to
them, without any reservation. I have neither
entertained nor expressed, publicly nor privately,
any others. And my friends and neighbors gene-
rally, so far as I have interchanged sentiments
with them, coincide entirely with me.

This would have been all well, had not
his evil genixs again prompted him to
write an apology, and in fact, a secret ap-
proval of his course, to Cassios M. Cray.
This letter was picked up on the scene of
a late Whig caronsal in New York—was
published by the N. ¥.
